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MODERN FACILITIES ADD NEW LOOK TO OWASIPPE

Food Preparation Center. This building is located north of the Trading 
?ost and has an initial capacity for preparing 2,500 hot-pack meals at one 
ime. With the addition of some equipment it has a future capacity of 4,000 
neals. Also included here is space for food storage and a small dining hall 
or camp employees working in the immediate area, Section camp kitchens 
villna longer be needed as bulk meals will be delivered to the dining halls 
‘rom here, 


The Trading Post and Information Lodge. Located at opposite ends of 
this modern Trading Post are a selfeservice grocery ond an outfitter’s sup- 
ply store for equipment sale and rental. A canteen and snack bar is locoted 
in the center. In addition to customer sales areas, this building provides 
central storage for food and equipment. The Information Lodge is a memorial 
provided by the Order of the Arrow and serves as an information station to 
Scouts and their parents, It is staffed by Order of the Arrow members as a 
service project to the camp.

Camping is an adventure and experience toward which every Scout 
looks with enthusiasm. It is an outstanding means of providing the 
opportunity to build those all important charecteristics of self-con- 
fidence and teamwork. Consequently, the very best facilities should 
be available here at Owasippe. The future must, at ail times, be kept 
in view when deciding upon the manner in which the Reservation is 
to expand. The new Administration Center, designed to serve 12 sec- 
tion camps, may at present appear overbuilt, but one must remember 
that the Scout movement is continually growing and that Owasippe 
has to be ready to serve many thousands more in the future. Viewed 
under these circumstances it is indeed a wise decision to construct 


facilities that will be able to meet this forthcoming increase in Scout 
camping.

Health Lodge. Modern facilities provided here include a 12-bed word, 
two isolation rooms, two treatment rooms, an emergency room, nurse's 
office and apartment, and doctor's office. 


WIDE RANGE OF ACTIVITIES AVAILABLE TO SCOUTS 


The camping facilities here at Owasippe provide Chicago 
Scouts with the opportunity to enjoy a variety of healthful 
and worthwhile activities. 

Weekly program highlights include camp-wide interpatro! 
contests to add fun while learning Scouting outdoor skills. 
Water sports are carried on under the watchful eyes of trained 
instructors. Other activities such as hiking, archery, nature 
and conservation study, and evening recreation enable the 
Scouts to work with their leaders in receiving the best camp- 
ing experience. 

While at their camp sites the troops will have the option of 
either cooking their own meals or having the meals delivered 
in hot-pack containers from the Food Preparation Center. If 
the former method is decided upon a number of items used in 
patrol cooking can be rented for a nominal charge at the Trad- 
ing Post. 

It is through the availability of these facilities and trained 
leaders that Scouts are better able to benefit from their camp- 
ing experience.
